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WITNESS  MONUMENT  TIES 

All  ties  to  new  Bearing  Trees  (BTs)  are  a  mag  nail  set  in  a  hack  mark  at  the  root  crown  (less  than  12" 
above  ground)  perpendicular  to  the  center  of  the  tree,  unless  otherwise  noted.  BT  diameters  are  noted  as 
dbh  and  are  measured  approximately  4.5'  above  ground.  Bearings  are  measured  from  the  monument  to 
the  center  of  the  BT,  distances  are  measured  from  the  monument  to  the  mag  nail.

Work  done  to  preserve  existing  monument.  A  5'  steel  t-post  was 
set  0.5'  south  of  the  "+"  with  a  Monroe  County  Surveyor 
Marker  sign  attached  2.3'  above  grade,  facing  the  stone.  A 
magnet  was  planted  on  the  west  side  of  the  stone.

The  stone  was  found  under  a  fallen  tree  trunk,  in  line  with 
woven  wire  and  barbed  wire  fence  remains  to  the  east  and 
west.  The  stone  was  leaning  over  and  split  in  half  with  the  cut 
“+”  on  the  north  half.  We  dug  up  the  stone  (it  is  1 .5  feet  long), 
wired  it  together  at  the  top  and  bottom  with  plastic  coated 
wire,  and  reset  it  straight  in  the  same  hole.  We  tested  the 
stone  with  hydrochloric  acid  to  confirm  the  presence  of 
carbonate  minerals  and  checked  it  for  additional  markings 
(none  found). 

VICINITY  DESCRIPTION:  Corner  location  relative  to  nearby 
features  and  how  to  reach  the  corner  -  note  fences,  roads,  timber, 
streams,  topo  changes,  etc. 

The  stone  is  in  the  wooded  front  yard  of  792  E  Valley  Mission 
Lane,  approximately  200'  south  of  the  eastern  end  of  the 
center  of  the  circle  drive.
